The lawyers were for the plaintitf, Mr 
Solicitor-General, Mr Wallace, and Mr 
Ranby ; and tor the defendant, Mr Wed 
derburn, and Mr Lee. The pleadings 
continued till after four o’clock; when Lord 
Man-field delivered bimfelf as follows. 

‘*T am clear in my opinion on this 
matter. I fhall firft look to the com- 
plexion of the faét, and afterwards as it 
becomes a mifdemeanour in Jaw.—In re- 
gard then to the fact: Mr Vaughan 
wants to purchale a reverfionary grant 
for bis fon of clerk of the crown in the 
ilend of Jamaica. He previoufly goes 
to my Lord Mayor, makes an affidavit 
of fecrecy, and payment of the purchafe- 
money. He then writes a letter to the 
Prime Minifler, acquainting him, That 
if be will procure him this place, he will 
fultd the purports of the athdavit. Now, 
does not the very form in which this af- 
fair was carried on, ftrongly intimate, 
that Mr Vauphan bimiclt was conalcious 
that he was aéting a wrong part. If the 
place was faleable, as many other offices 
are, why did he not take the ufual pu- 
blic forms? why did he not openly treat 
with the feller? or way did be not give 
the common fecurities in this cafe by 
bond, bill, or note? — No; all thefe u- 
fual forms were fet efide, to make room 
for a propofal, darkly cloaked up in the 
form of an affidavit, that the money fhould 
be paid, and the tranfaction kept an in- 
violable fecret. Nay, fo much was Mr 
Vaughan afraid of its tranfpiring, that 
he particularly requefts in his letter, that 
if his Grace fhould not comply with bis 
propofal, that he would immediately 
return him his athdavit and letter. 

I ihall next confider it as a mifde- 
Meanour in law.—JIn all cates where a 
crinunal matter is tranfa@ted, the con- 
tracting parties are equally puiltv.

but impatiently folicits the touch of cor- 
ruption; — who employs the meanett of 
his creatures in thefe honourable fervices ; 
and, forgetting the genius and fidelity of 
his fecretarv, defcends to apply to bis 
houfe-builder for affittance ? 

This affair, my Lord, will do infinite 
credit to government, if, to clear your 
character, you fhould think proper to

Receipt fi r curing the Giflemper among 
Cows, Liven to the date Lord Archer by a 
gentleman who received it from Norman- 
dy in France, where it firft broke out in

Seep fome bruifed garlick, with fome 
pepper, in vinegar, for twenty-four 

hours; take a filver inttrument, and 

{crape the beaft’s tongue with it, fo that 

you do not make the blood come from it; 

wath the beati’s tongue (or garyle it) with 
it to the throat, and repeat it often. 

But if the cow is fick, which you will 
perceive by her giving lefs milk, and ma- 
king lels ung, couphing, and fhaking hes 
head, continue it often as above; give 
her a (French) pmt of red wine warmed, 
with a quarter of an ounce of treacle in 
it, and then lance the fkin of the two fore 
feet, and put in it the root of a helle- 
bore, which will draw the venom down; 
and when it comes to maturity, prick it; 
take care that nothing drops to the ground, 
for fear that other bea{ls fhould lick it 
up. When drawn, and the venom out, 
then boil (ome wine with {weet herbs, as 
thyme, lavender, &c. wath the wound 
with it till cured.

Have feen vour puhblifhed acconnt of 
fome of the principles IT make ufe ot 
in my fire-enpines; and vou have piven 
it in fo favourable, as well as fojult a light, 
that [am obliped to give you my thanks. 
As the model you bave is only an inttro- 
ment proper to demouttrate the effects of 
air between fleam and water, I thall Go 
myfelf the pleafure of fending you a 
more complete one; whieh will give you 
an opportunity of fhewing more of the 
relative powers of air, water, heat and 
cold, aéting one with the other, for the 
diferent etfe&s neceffury in raifing wa- 
ter. In the mean time I fend you a 
draught of an engine which can force it 
up toa confiderable height. I don’t give 
you all the apparatus which makes this 
machine work by itfelf, becaule it would 
be lefs clear in the drawing; yet you 
will fee, that in fome cates this engine 
operates without the help of hands; fuch 
as letting in air into its vetlel, forcing it 
out, and charging the boiler with water, 
to replice that which bas been evapora 
ted. I fhatl fend you ina little timea 
drewing of another fire-engine to bring 
water back on wheels, for mills of: all 
kinds, fo much wanted in manufacturing 
towns, efpecially in London. For there 
(2s vou know, Sir) a prodigious quantity 
of hories are en ploved, at a preat num- 
ber of mills, 
which take up ni ot only a preat 
ground on account of the | orizontal ap- 
paretus, but allo require much room for 
ttabling, and ftores for teeding fuch a

Tis an atr-veflel, 
and T, T, an inje&ion-pipe, which bas 
a hole at the nearett end to the boiler, 
to throw water into it (through the {team- 
pipe D), and feveral holes round it for the 
cold water to rufh through in order to 
form a concdenfation, V is a receiver, 
which is joined by a pipe to the air-vellel 
T: S isa cullender with {mall holes in it, 
to difperfe equally in the receiver the 
water which talls from the injection. O 1s 
a valve to fet in air, which comes through 
the cock P; and the occezfional cock H, 
is to let the air and eam out, when the 
engive is firit fet to work. Q is a pipe 
which poes trom the receiver to the 
barrel, which cortains the clacks B, and 
N. Mis a fuétion-pipe. A, and A, are 
the forcing-pire and refervoir; and R is 
the putter through which the forced-up 
waterruns out. G is the fire-place be- 
longing to the furnace in which the 
boiler is, and under it isan afh hole. It 
is Needle(s to fay any thing of the {catfuld, 
er the well, thev always being made ac- 
cording to the fize of the machine; and 
iN proportion to the place in which it is 
vo be ere&ed. All the veflels and pipes 
of this engine are made of copper. 

In ord@& to fet this engine at work, the 
refervoir and pipe A, A, muft be filled 
with water, which will prefs on the clack 
B ; then fome more muit be poured into 
the funnel C, which is on the fleam-pipe 
D; from thence it falls into the boiler 
rh, and rifes tothe level of the cock F, 
which muit be open; but as foon as the 
water runs from it, the funnel-cock C, 
as well as the gauge-cock,F, muftbe fhut, 
and the air-gauge-cock H, muit be opén;

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then fire is to be put into the furnace, 
As foon as the water is in ebullition jn 
the boiler, it creates a fleam, that find 
its way through the pipe D, prefles the 
air out of its veflel IT, into the receiver 
V; and the air is forced ont at the cock 
H; the fteam following it with prea 
velocity. In a fecond or two after, the 
cock H mutt be fhut, and inftantaneou(ly

Tao well aware the critics will fay, 
that 4 nice attention to fo minute a cir- 
con'iscce of propriety, will be produc- 
tive rather of difagreeable thon pleafing 
effects; that it will frequently render a 
C2! frophe cold, lanpuic, and uninter- 
eftirne ; and that we fhall more than lofe 
in pathon what we acquire by exaétnefs. 
Tam, however, of a very different opi- 
nion. Al! theatrical impreflions are made 
IN proportion as the object bears a refem- 
blance to nature; and though many 
things may be ftri€ly natural which are 
improper fer reprefentation, vet iuch as 
ave repretented, fhould be perfectiy con- 
forinable to cuftom, andto common fenfe.

Were it not for this 
jut difttinftion, I know not whether your 
M——y’s condition, or that of the R—th 
nation, would deferve molt to be lament- 
ed. I would prepare your mind fora fa- 

vourable reception of truth, by removing 
every painful, offenfive idea of perfonal 

reproach. Your fubjects, Sir, with for 
nothing but that, as they are reafonable 

and atf:¢tionate enough to feparate your 

perfon from your government, fo you, 

in your turn, thould diftinguilh between 

the condu& which becomes the perma- 

nent dignity of a K--p, and that which 

ferves only to promote the temporary in- 

terett, and miferable ambition, of a mi- 

nifler. 

You afcended the throne with a decla- 
red, and, I doubt not, a fincere relolu- 
tion of giving univerfal fatisfiction to 
your fulj-&s. You found them pleafed 
with the novelty of a young prince, 
whole countenance promiied even more 
than his words, and loval to you not on- 
ly from principle, but paffion. It was not 
a cold profeflion of allegiance to the frit 
magiltrate, but a partial, animated, at- 
tachmient to 4 favourite prince, the na- 
tive of their country. They did not 
Wait to examime your concuft, nor to be 
determined by experience, but gave you 
a penerous credit for the future blefliogs 
of yeur reign, and paid you in advance 
the deareft tribute of their affeétions. 
Such, Sir, was once the difpofition of a 
people, who now ftirround your throne 
with reproaches and complaints. Do ju- 
ftice to yourfelf. Banith from your mind 
thofe unworthy opinions with which fome 
interefted perfons have laboured to poflefs 
you. Diftruft the men who will tell you, 
that the E fh are naturally lipht and 
inconftant ; — that they complain without 
acanie. Withdraw your confidence e- 
qually from ali parties; from minifters, 
favou-ites, and relations; and let there 
be one morsent in your li'e in which you 
have conlulted your own underftanding. 

When you affefedly renounced the 
name of Englifliman, believe me, Sir, 
you were perfuaded to pay a very ill- 
judged compliment to one part of your 
fubj-4&ts at the expence of anoiher. 
White the natives of Scotland are net in 
aL wit 
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aftual rebellion, thev are undoubtedly 
intitled to prote‘tion; nor do T mean to 
covdemn the policy of giving fome en 

couragement to the novelcy of their af- 
feétions for the houfy of H——r. I am 
ready te hope for every thing from their 
new-born zeal, and from the future ftea- 
dinets ot their allegiance. But hitherto 
they have no claim to vour favour. To 
honour them with a determined predilec- 
tion and confidence, in =xeclufion of your 
Faplith ‘uo’ je&s, who placed your family, 
and, in {p.te of treachery and rebellion, 
have fupporte. it, upon the throne, is a 
miftake too profs even for the unfulpea- 
ing generoSty of vouth. In this error 
we fee ac.nital violation of the moft ob- 
vious rules of policy and prudence. We 
trace it, however, to an original bias in 
your education, and are ready to allow 
for vour inexperience. 

Tothe fame early influence we attri- 
bots it, thet vou have defcended to take 
a thore, not only in the narrow views and 
riterelt: of particular perfons, but in the 
fatal moaieuity of their paflions. At 
your acceiuo. to the throne, the whole 
f\flem of government was altered, not 
trom wifiouw or deliberation, but becaufe 
iho bees adopted by your predeceffor, 
A intle perfonal motive of pique and re- 
jentient was fofficient to remove the 
ableft tervants of the crown; but it is 
Hot in this country, Sir, that fuch men 
can be diihonoured by the frowns of a 
K—. They were difmiffed, but could 
noi be diigraced. Without entering in 
toa muter dileudion of the merits of 
tine peace, we may oblerve, in the im. 
prudent hurry with which the firft over- 
tures from France were accepted, iv the 
condud of the negotiation, and terms of 
the treaty, the ftrongeit marks of that 
precipitate fpurit of conceflion, with 
which a certain part cf your tubjects have 
been atall times ready to purchale a peace 
with the naturai enemies of thi, country. 
On your pat we are fatisfied that every 
thing was honourable and fincere, and if 
ry dG was fold to P——+«, we doubt not 
that your M y was equaily betrayed, 
The conditions of the peace were mat. 
ter of grief and iurprife to your fubj-éte, 
but not the immediate caufe of their pre- 
te t teenteo ne, 

Hitherto, Sir, you had been facrificed 
to the prejuaices and paflions of others. 
With what firmneis will you bear the 
mention of your own ? . 

A man not very hon: vrably FRinguifh. 
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Vol. xxyi, 
ed in the world commences a formal at. 
tack upon vour favourite, coufidering no. 
thing, but how he night bet expo his 
perfon and princioles to deteftstion, and 
the national chara@ter of his countrymen 
to contempt. The natives of that coup. 
try, Sir, are as much diftinguithed oy 
peculiar charaéter as by your M—~y’, 
favour. Like another chofen peoole, they 
have been condvéted into the land of 
plenty, where they find themlelves eif-c. 
tually marked, and divided from man. 
kind. There is hardly a period, at which 
the moft irregula> ch-racter may not be 
redeered. The miftakes of one fex Sng 
a retreat 1D patriotilin; thofe of the o. 
ther in devotion. Mr Wilkes browaht 
with him into politics the (ame liberal 
fentiments by which his private condug 
had been dire@ted, and feemed to think, 
that as there are few exceiles in which 
an Enphih pentleman may not be per. 
mitted to indulge, the fame latitude was 
allowed him in the choice of his politica 
principles, and in the fpirit of ma:ntain- 
ing them. J] mean to ftate, not entirely 
to detend his condu&. Tn the earneftnels 
of his zeal, he fuffered fome unwerrant 
able infinuations to efeape him. He fai 
more than moderate men would juttifr: 
but not enough to intitle bim to the ho- 
nour of your M y’s perfonal refent- 
ment. The ravs of r—l indignation, 
colle@ed upon him, ferved only to illu. 
minate, and could not confume. Ani 
inated by the favour of the people on one 
fide, and heated by perfecution on the o- 
ther, his views and fentiments changed 
with his fituation. Hardly feriousat firlt, 
he is now an enthofiaft. Tne coldettbo- 
dies warm with oppofition, the hardelt 
fparkle in collifion. There is a holy mil- 
taken zeal in politics as well as religion 
By periuading others, we couvince Our 
felves. The patlions are engaged, and 
create a maternal affection in the mind, 
which forces us to love the caufe for which 
we fuffer.—Is this a contention worthy 
of ak—? Are you not fenfible how much 
the meannefs of the caufle gives an aire 
ridicule to the ferious difficulties int 
which you have been betrayed? The de- 
firuction of one man has been now fr 
nany years the fole cbje& of your fo 
vernment 3 and if there can be any (ui% 
fill more difgraeeiul, we have feen, ” 
fuch an obje@, the utmost influence of the 
executive power, and every minrict 
artifice, exerted without fuccels Ld 
can you ever fucceed, ualef: Ae thud 
jmiprudens 
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imprudent enough to forfeit the protec. 
tion of thofe laws to which you owe vour 
e—aii, or unlefs vour minifters thould 
perfusde you to make it a queftion of 
force alone, and try the whole flrength 
of government in opoofition to the peo- 
pie. The leffons he has received from ex- 
perience will probably guard him from 
fuch excefs of folly ; and in your M——vw’s 
virtues we find an unguettionable atfu- 
rance that no illegal violence will be at- 
tempted. , 

Far from fufpecting you of fo horrible a 
defion, we would attribute the continued 
violation of the laws, and even this latt 
enormous attack upon the vital principles 
of the con{titution, to an ill-adviled, un- 
worthy, perfonal refentment. From one 
falie flep you have been betrayed into an- 
other; and as the caufe was unworthy 
of you, your minifters were determined, 
that the prudence of the execution fhou!d 
corretpond with the wifdem and dignity 
of the defign. 

Thev have reduced you to the neceflity 
of chufng out of a variety of difticul- 
ties; — toa fituation fo unhappy, that 
you can neither do wrong withou’ ruin, 
nor right without afl @ion. Thele wor- 
thy fervants have undoubtedly given vou 
many fingular proofs of their abilities, 
Not contented wth making Mr Wiike: a 
man of importance, they have judicioully 
trans‘erred the queflion from the rights 
and interefls of one man to the muftim- 
portautrights and interefts of the people, 
and forced your fubjedts, from wifhing 
well to the caufe of an individual, to u- 
nie with him in their own. Let them 
proceed as they have begun, and your 
M——y need not donbt that the cata- 
ftrophe will do no difhonour to the con- 
éuct of the piece. 

The circumftances to which you are 
reduced will not admit of a compromiie 
with the E fh nation. Undecifive 
qualifying imeafures will diflgrace your 
government {till more than open violence, 
and, without fatisfying the people, will 
excite ther contempt. They have too 
much undertlandiug and fpirit to accept of 
an indivect faticfaction for a direct injury. 
\ thing lefs than a repeal, as formal as 
+ refoiution itteif, can heal the wound

rT oaillany thing lefs be accepted. I 
fi ‘e-a.ty believe, that there is an in- 
? e foficient to recall that pernicious 

ite H of undoubtedly 
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mount to all other obligations. To us 
they are only indebted for an accidental 
exiftence, and have jufily transferred theie 
gratitude from their parents to their bes 
nefaftors; — from thofe who gave them 
birth, to the minifter, from whole bene- 
volence they derive the comforts and 
pleafures of their political life; who has 
taken the tendereft care of their infancy, 
raieves their neceflities without offending 
their delicacy, and has given them, what 
they value moft, a virtuous edeeation, 
Bot if it were poilible for their integrity 
to be degraded to a condition fo vile and 
alyject, that, compared with it, the pre- 
lent eftimation they ftand in is a (tate of 
honour and reipeét, confider, Sir, in what 
manner you will afterwards proceed. Can 
you conceive, that the people of this 
country will long fubmit to be governed 
by fo flexible a H—— of ! Tt is not 
inthe nature of hnman fociety, that any 
form of government, in fuch circumitan- 
ces, can long be preferved. In ours the 
general contempt of the people is as fatal 
as their deteflation. Such, I am per- 
fuaded, would be the neceilary cfect of 
any bate concetlion made by the velent 
H of ; and, as a qualtfving 
mealure would not be accepied, it re- 
mains for you to decide, whether you 
will, at any he zard, fupport a fet of men, 
who have reduced you to this unhappy 
dilemma, or whether you will gratify the 
united wifhes of the whole people of 
England by diffolving the p—-—. 

Taking it for granted, as IT do very 
fincerely, thet you have perfonally no de- 
fign againft the conftitution, nor any 
views inconfiflent with the good of your 
fudjects, Ethink, you cannot hefitate long 
upon the choice, which it equally con- 
cerns your intereft and your honour to 
adopt. On one fide. you hazard the af- 
fections of all your E {hi fubjects, you 
relinguifh every hope of repole to your- 
felt, and you endanger the eftablifhment 
of your family for ever. All this you 
venture for no obje& whatfoever, or for 
fuch an object as it would be an affront 
to vou toname. Men of fenle will exa- 
mine your condué w'th fulpicion; while 
thofe who are incapable of comp: ehendue 
to what degree they are injured, oftl et 
you with clamours equally infolent and 
unmeaning. Suppofing it poflible that no 
fatal ftrugele thould enfue, you detere 
mine at once to be unhappy, without the 
hore of a compenlation e:ther from im- 
tereft or ambition. 
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If cn Em—b k— be hated or defpi- 
fe’, be muf? be unhappy; and this per- 
haps ts the oaly political truth which he 
ought to be convinced of without experi- 
ment. Bot if the E—-fh people thould 
no longer confine their refentment to a 
fubmitiive reprefentation of their wrongs; 
if, following the plorious example of their 
anceitcrs, they fhould no longer appeal 
to the creature of the conftitution, |. t 
to that hiph Being who gave them the 
rights of humanity, whole pifts it were 
lacrilege to furrender, let me afk you, 
Sir, upon what part of your fubjedts 
would you rely for affiftance ? 

. The people of I—!—d have been uni- 
iortmly plundered and oppretizd. In re 

turn, they pive you every day freth marks 
of their relentment. They defpife the 
milerable governor you have fent them, 
becauie he is the creature of L—d B—; 
nor iit frem any natural confufion in 
their ideas, that they are fo ready tocon- 
sound the original of a k— with the dif- 
Graceful repreientation of him. 

The diftunce of the colonies would 
meke it tmpotlible for them to take an ac 
tive concern in your oilairs, if they were 
es Well atleted to your government as 
they once pretended to be to your perfon. 

Chey were ready enough to dciftinguith 
between jy. and your minifters. They 
complained of an aé of the legiflature, 
but traced the origin of it no higher 
than to the tervants of thec n: they 
pleafed themlelves with the hope that 
their (—-r—n, if not favourable to their 
caule, at leail was impartial. The de- 
cilive, perforal part you took againit 
them, has eticdluatly banifhed that firft 
diftindion from their minds. They con- 
fider you as united with your fervants a- 
gaintt A—:—a, and know how to diftin- 
guiuh the {—r—n arda venal p on 
one ide, from the real fentiments of the 
h—-{fh people on the other. Looking 
torward to independ nce, they mipht 
pollibly receive vou for their k—— 3; but 
y ever Vouretire to Ara, pe aflored 
tiev will pivwe you fuch a covenantto di- 
gett, as the prelbytery of Scotiand would 
have been alfhamed to offer to Charles JI. 
Thev leit their pati 
freedom, aud found 
viced as

it in acelert. Dre 
thev are into a thouland forms 
of policy and religion, there is one point 
mo whrebh they all agree: they eqnally 
deteft the pareantry of a k—, and the 
bopercilious hypocrily of a bifhop. 
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tion: of I d or A—-2 thet Vou can 
reafonably ok for aflittance: ill |e 
from the pe ple of k.—d, Who are ac. 
tually contendiny for their rights, and, 
in this great queition, are parties againi 
vou. You are not, however, deititut 
of every appearance of fupport: yoy 
have all the Jacobites, Non-jurors, Ro. 
man C.tholics, and Tories, of this coun. 
trv. and all S d, without exception, 
Confidering from what family you were 
defcernded, the choice of your friends has 
been fingularly direfted ; and truly, Sir, 
if you had not loft the Whig intereft o/ 
E——d, I fhould admire your dexterity 
in turning the hearts of your enemies. |; 
it pofible for you toplace any confidence 
in men, who, before they are faithful to 
you, muft renounce every opinion, and 
betray every principle, both in church 
and itate, which they inherit from their 
anceftors, and are confirmed in by their 
education ? whofe nutbers are fo incon. 
fiderable, that they have long fince been 
obliged to pive up the principles and lan- 
guage which diftinguithed them asa 
party, and to fight under the banners of 
their enemies? Their zeal begins with 
hypocrily, and muft conclude in treache- 
ry. At firft they deceive ; at laft they 
betray. 

Asto the S ch, I muft fuppofe your 
beart and underftanding fo biailed, from 
your earlieft infancy, in their favour, 
that nothing lefs than your cw misfor- 
tunes can undeceive you. You will not 
accept of the uniform experience of your 
anceftors; and when once a man is de- 
termined to believe, the very abfurcily 
of the do@rine confirms bim in his faith. 
A bigotted underftanding can craw 4 
proof of attachinent to the howle o 
H—n—r from a notorious zeal for the 
hovle of Stuart, and find an earneft c! 
fature loyalty in former rebellions. A?- 
pearunces are however in their favcurs 
fo ftronply indeed, that one would thi J 
they had forgotten that vou are they 
lawful k——, and had mitlaken youl 
a pretender tothe c-—n. Letit be oll 
mitted then that the S—ch are as fineere 
in their prefent profeilions, as if you Wer 
in reality not an E n, bot a — 
of the North, you would not be the . 
p—ce of their native couniry 6%. 
whom they have rebelled, nor the fr 
whom they have balely betrayed. Have 
you forgoiten, Sir, or bas your favourits 
coucealed from you, that part of eur 
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Dec. 1769 
too had private virtues) fled from the o- 
pen avowed indignation of his E th 
jubje@s, and furrendered himfelf at dif- 
cretion to the good faith of bis own coun- 
trymen? Without looking for fupport in 
their affettions as fubjects, he appiied on- 
ly to their honour, as gentleinen, for 
proteQion. They received him, as they 
wonld your M y, with bows, and 
imiles, and falfehood, and kept hin un- 
til they had fettled their bargain with 
the E th parliament ; then balely fold 
their vative k—— to the vengeance of his 
enemies. This, Sir, was not the act of 
a few traitors, but the deliberate treach- 
ery of a S—ch parliament reprefenting 
the nation. A wile p—ce might draw 
from it two leflons of equal utility to 
himfelf. On one fide, he might learn to 
dread the uncifguifed refentment of a 
generous people, who dare openly aflert 
their rights, and who, in a jutt caufe, are 
readytomeet their f n in the field. 
On the other fide, he would be taught 
to apprehend fomething far more formi- 
dabic;—-a fawning treachery, againtt 
which no prudence can guard, no ccu- 
rage can defend. The intidious {mites 
upon the cheek would warn him of the 
canker in the heart. 

From the ufes to which one part of the 
armv has been too frequently applied, 
you have fome reafon to expect, that there 
are no fervices they would refufe. Here 
too we trace the partiality of your un- 
derftanding. You take the fenle of the 
arinv from the condu@& of the guards, 
with the fame juttice with which you 
col*é the tenfe of the people trom the 
reprelentations of the miniitry. Your 
Marching repiments, Sir, will not make 
the guards their example either as foldi- 
ers or fubjeats. Thev feel and retent, as 
they ought to do, that unvariable, un- 
ditiopuithing favour with which the 
Puarcs are treated; while thofe gallant 
troops, by whom every hazardous, every 
laborious fervice is performed, are lett to 
perith in garrifons abroad, or pine in 
quarters at home, neplected and forgrot- 
ten. If they bad no fenle of the great 
Sriginal duty they owe their country, 
their refentment would operate hke pa- 
tretifm, and leave vour caulé to be de- 
fended by thofe to whom yeu have lavitli- 
ed the rewards and honour: of their pro- 
tethon. The Praetorian bands, enervated 
«nd debauched as they were, had fill 
‘irength enough to awe the Roman po- 
Pulace: but when ihe diltant legions 
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took the alarm, they marched to Rome, 
and gave away the empire. 

On this fide, then, whichever way 
you turn your eyes, you fee nothing but 
perplezity and diftrefs. You mav deter- 
mine to fupport the very minittry wao 
have reduced your sffiirs to this deplorable 
fituation ; you may fhelter vonrfelf un- 
der the form of ap , ard fet vour 
people at defiance: but be atlured, Sir, 
that fuch a refolution would be as im- 
prudent as it would be odious. If it did 
not immediately fhake your ettabli{h- 
ment, it would rob you of your peace of 
mind for ever. 

On the other, how ditferent is the pro- 
fpect! How ealy, how fafe and honour 
able is the path before you! The E th 
nation declare they are grois!y injured bv 
their reprefentatives, and folicit your 
M—— to exert your Jawful prerogative, 
and give them an opportunity of recall- 
ing atruit, which, they find, has been 
fo fcandaloufly abuled. You are not to 
be told, that the power of the H—= of 
is not Original, but delep,ated to 
them for the weltare of the peo ie, from 
whom they received it. A quettion of 
right arifes between the conftituent and 
the reprefentative body. By what au- 
thority thall it be decided? Will your 
M interfere in a queftion in whitcia 
you have properly no t:mmediate concern? 
It would be a ftep equally odious and un- 
necefJary. Shall the L—ds be called up- 
on to determine the vivlts and privileges 
of the C-——ns? They cannot do it 
without a flagrant breach of the confti- 
tution. Or will you refer it to the jude 
pes? They have often told your ances 














{tors, that the law of p———= 1s above 
them. What party then remains but to 


leave it tothe people to determine for 
themfelves? They alone are injured; and 
fince there is no fuperior power TO wire ia 
the caufe can be referred, they alone 
oupht to determine. 

Ido not mean to perplex vou with a 
tedious argument upen a fubpest already 
fo difcuffed, that infpiration could hardly 


throw a new lipht upon nt. Tiere are, 
however, two pomts of view, in) which 
it ‘i tic la ly ? pu » if {~— io 
coufider the late proceeaines « fthe {— 
of —_---. Bb feori n, a fubredt « f his 
birthrapot, thev have attri! vted to their 
own vote an cuthority equai to an act of 
the whole leciflature; anu, thougl pere 
hans net with the fame miotives, have 
ttrictly folluwed the example of the long 

marl nt. 
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parliament, which firft declared the regal 
othce ufelefs, and foon after, with as little 
ceremony, diflolved the houfe of Lords. 
The fame pretended power which robs 
anE fubject of his birthright, may 
rob en E— k— of his cn. =In ano- 
ther vew, the refolution of the H 
of . apparently not fo dargerous 
to veur M . is fill more alarming to 
your people. Not contented with diveft- 
ing one man of his right, they have ar- 
bitrarily conveyed that ripht to another, 
They bave fet afide a returs as illegal, 
without daring to centure thofe officers 
who were particularly apprifed of Mr 
W—e’s incapacity, not only by the de- 
claration of the H———, but expretsly by 
the writ diretted to them, and who ne- 
verthelefs returned him as duly eleGed, 
They have rejected the majority of votes, 
the only criterion by which our laws 
judge cf the fente of the people ; they 
have transterred the roht of eletion from 
the colleétive to the repretentative bodv; 
and by thele a€s, taken fenarately or to- 
grther, they have eflentially altered the 
original conttitution of the H of 
. Veried, as vour M un- 
doubtedly is, inthe E fh hiftory, it 
cannot eafily efcape you, how much it is 
vour intereit, as we!] as your duty, to 
prevent one of the three eft.tes from in- 
croaching upon the province of the other 
two, or afluming the authoritv of them 
all. When once they have departed trom 
the great conftitutional line by which all 
their proceedings fhould be dire€ted, who 
will en{wer tor their future mode: ation ? 
Or what aflurance will they give vou, 
that when they have trampled upon their 
equals, théy will jubmit to a f{uperior ? 
Your M mov learn hereatie:, how 
nearly the flave and tyrart are athed, 

Some of vour council, more candid 
than the reit, admit the abandoned pro- 
flipacy of the preient li of ’ 
bur oppofe their Cifloiution, upon en o- 
pinion, I confets not very unwarrantable, 
that theirfucceflors would be equally ai the 
cifpolalof the tieatury. I cannot perfuade 
myfelt that the nation wil! have profired 
fo little by experience. But if that o- 
Pinion were well founded, you mipht 
then. pratify our wifhes at an eaiy rate, 
and appeafe the prefent clamour againit 
your povernment, without offering apy 
material injury to the favourite caufe of 
corruption. 

You have ftijl an honourable part to 
at. The atiections of your fubj: ds may 
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vol, XX], 
{tll be recovered. But before yoy fue 
due their hearts, you muft pain a Noble 


victory over your own. Difcard thot 
little perfonal ref-ntments which hove 
too long dire@ted your public condua, 
Pardon this man the remainder of hig 
punifhment ; and if refentment {till pre. 
vails, make it, what it fhould have beep 
long fince, an aét, not of mercy, but con. 
tempt. He will foon fall back into his 
natural ftation,—a filent fenator, ang 
hardly Tupporting the weekly e! quence 
of a news-paper. The gentle breath of 
peace would leave him on the furface, 
neglected and unremoved. It is only the 
tempeft that lifts him from his place. 

Without coniulting your minifter, call 
together vour whole council. Let it ap. 
pear to the public that you can determine 
and aé& for yourtelf. Come forward to 
your people. Lay afide the wretched 
formalities of a k—, and {peak to your 
fabje&s with the fpirit of a man, audin 
the lanouage of agentleman. Tell them 
you have been fataliy dece:ved. The ac- 
knowledgement will be no d (grace, but 
rather an honour to your underttanding. 
Teii them you are determined to remove 
every cauie of complaint againit your go- 
vern'rent; that vou will give your con- 
fidence to no m.n who does not poflels 
the confidence of your fu jects; and that 
you will leave it to themfcives to deter- 
mine, by their condv@ at a future elec 
tion, whether or no it te in reality the 
general fenfe of the nation, that their 
rights have bren arbitrarily invaded by 
the prefent H— of ’ and the cone 
(titution betreyed. Phey will do juttice 
to their repreientatives and to theme 
telves. 

Thele fentiments, Sir, and the ftyle 
they are conveyed in, may be offenfive 
perhaps, becaufe they are new to you. 
Accuttoired to the language of courtiers, 
you mesfwe their offections by the vebe- 
mence of their expreflions; and when 
they only praile you ivdireétly, you 2d- 
mire their fincerity. But this is neta 
time to t. fle with vour fortune. They 
deceive pou, Sir, who tell you that you 
have meny fiiends, whote atleétions ore 
fuunded vpon a principle of perfonal ate 
techinents. The firtt feundation ot 
friencihip is not the power of couifer- 
ring benefits, but the equality with when 
they are received, and may be retuire®

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member, who is mot one of the principal 
inhabitants, and therefore not eligible. 

The council however acquiefced, and the 
fecretary fat ull the return of two of the 
abfent members, which made the number 
eight without the fecretary. The council 
hen came to a refolution, that the appoint- 
ment of the fecretary ceafed. 

The Lieutenant-Governor complained of 
this as a perfonal infult; and having endea- 
voured to change the opinion of the council 
by many learned arguments in vain, the fe- 
cretary defired the Governor’s leave to refign 
his feat; and it was granted. 

On this very day the Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor, who had fufpended his attempt to bring 
two French Roman-Catholics into council, 
faying he would write to the fecretary of 
ftate tor the colonies on the fubject, decla- 
sed, without any previous communication 
or coniultation, that he would appoint one 
of the Roman-Catholics a puifne judge of 
the common pleas. 

It is infifted, that he had no right to do 
this: at as alfo infifted, that the King had 
noright todo this; becaufe it is enacted 
by a law of the colony, that the judges of 
the common pleas fhall all take the oaths, 
and iubferibe a declaration againft tranfub- 
ftantiation. 

This however feems to be a hafty and 
incontiderate allegation: for the King’ s in- 
ftructions exprefsly declare, that the Ro- 
man-Catholics fhall be capable, among o- 
ther places of truft, to hold that of a puifne 
judge of the common pleas without a tefl; 
aud that what is called a law of the colony 
fhould render the King’s inftroctions ivet- 
tectual, feems to be ftrange doctrine. 

The Governor however. propofed a French 
fubject to be a puifne judge; and the board 
would not confent; becaufe, not to men- 
tion that the law of the colony required a 
telt, the fame Jaw limited the number of 
puiine judges to four; and there being 
then four, the court was full, and could nor 
admit another, whether Proteftant or Pa- 
put, with teft or without. 

The Governor then faid, he had the 
King’s order to make the appointment; but 
being ftill fteadily oppofed, he relinquifhed 
the attempr. 

But he next informed them, that he had 
appointed two of the Roman-Catholic fub- 
jects members of the council; and they at- 
tended to be {worn in. The council re- 

mooitrated againft this meaiure, becaufe 
their number was complete, there being 
twelve members of the King’s own appoiut- 
ment, and eight of them prefent; and be- 
saufe, though the King had d: clared his 
pleafure, that two Catholics at a time fhhould 
be capable of being members of his coun- 
#1, he had not delegated any power Qi po- 
mncung them to the Governer. 
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The Governor anfwered, that the fecre- 
tary of ftate had written to him to appoint 
two Catholic members; that he had done 
fo; and that they thould be {wern in. The 
council having no method left to prevent 
this, the interpreter attending, and the oaths 
being ready, fuddenly tell upon an expe- 
dient, and the prefident and tive members 
withdrew. 

It is infifted, that the Governor, in this 
meature, attempted not only what he was 
not inftructed to do, but what he was in- 
firucted not to do; and that Ins inftructions 
were, not to execute the royal intentions 1a 
favour of the French Catholics, im as far as 
thofe intentions regarded the council, ull 
certain provitions had becn made by the 
legiflature of the ifland, nor even then tll 
the King’s pleafure could be known. It is 
infifted alio, that the Licutenant-Governor 
had not received a letter from the fccretary 
as a warrant for what he did, notwithitand- 
ing his aflertion to the contrary; becaute 
fuch letter would have been — to his 
inftructions, by which he was already bound 
as tar as the King’s order could bind him 

Soon afier, the Lieutenant-Governor, not- 
withftanding ailurances to the contrary, and 
though he pretended he would drop the 
matter, fufpended and removed from coun- 


cil the prefident and the tive other members 


whofe withdrawing had difappointed his 
mieafure. 

It is infifted, that this fufpention is Nlegal 
and irregular; becaufe the Governor re-

tions, and becaufe, by thoic mitructions, 
the King declares it to be his will and plea- 
fure, that the Governor fhou'd not remove 


or fufpend any member of council wiihout 
the content of a majority of the faid 
cil, fitting in council, except he fhould lave 
reafons to fufpend them not fit to as com- 
municated to the council. 

It is infifted, in this cafe, 
not the content of council, nor 
fit to be communicated to the council. The 
firft is not pretended. As to the latter, the 
Governor’s letter of fufpenfion contradicts it 
by thefe words: ‘* As I have thought proper 
to fufpend, &c. for divers cautes which 
{hall be inferted in the counc:! books; and 
for reafons, a copy of which jhall be delh- 
vered to cach of them.” It is infifted, that 
caufes which thal! be inferted in the council- 
book, and reafons, a copy o. which fthall 
be delivered to cach fufpended member, 
are not, nor can be reafons not fit to be 
communicated to the council. 

The council, for thefe reafons, refolved, 
That the fufpenfion by this letter, was a 
wanton exertion of power, was null and 
void in itfelf, and that the members fhould 
conunue. 
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The Governor took no farther notice of 
the affair till about a week afterwards; 
when he ifued a fufpenfioa in form, decla- 
ring his reafons to be juch as were not fit to 
be communicated to the council; and to this 
the council fubmirtted. 

It is infifted, that this fcond fufpenfion 
a difavowal of the fiff: and bas no re- 
ference tO any Supp fed illegal meeting of 
the council afier the tirft fuipenfion. 

This in bref is the ftate of affairs in 
Granada. The Englifh inhabitants of 
wich declare, that they will pay no taxes 
winch fhall be impofed with the confent of 
the new council; and, according to this 
writer, all is ip danger of anarchy and con- 
tuiion. G.
